WASHINGTON, Oct. 16—Plans 
for a stepped-up civil defense 
program that is intended to pro- 
vide fallout shelters within the 
next year for more than one- 
fourth of the population of the 
United States were outlined here 
today. by a high Defense Depart- 
ment official. 


Four major immediate phases 
of the program were listed by 
Adam Yarmolinsky, special as- 
sistant to Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara in a speec 
at a meeting here of thé Wo- 
men’s National Democratic Club: 
|. The location and stocking 
community shelters by the 
Federal Government through 
use of existing buildings, tun- 
nels, subways and caves. This 
effort is expected fo provide 
shelters against radioactive fall- 
out within a year for more than 
90,000,000 persons at a cost of 
less than $4 per person, or 
about $200,000,000, he said. 

Interior Alarm System. 

2. Installation of a new 
tional Emergency Alarm Re- 
peater system, scheduled to 
“begin this year."”” NEAR is in- 
tended to supplement or replace 
the present siren warning sys- 
tem through installation of. 
electrical buzzer warning de- 
vices in homes, business and 
other places. Cost of the new 
system was not discussed by 
Yarmolinsky, but civil defense 
officials have said previously 
the devices are expected to cost 
from $5 to $10 while generating 
equipment may cost about 
$40,007,000. 

3. A “‘massive public informa- 
tion program’’ to encourage in- 
dividuals and communities to 
construct home nd _ neighbor- 
hood fallout shelters to supple- 
ment the federal effort. TRe 
federal government expects to 
begin distributing information 
concerning such shelters ‘‘about 
the middle of next month,” 
Yarmolinsky said, 

4. Provision of technical as- 
sistance and political leadership 
by the Federal Government to 
aid state and local civil defense 
organizations in essuming re- 
sponsibility for meeting disas- 
ter conditions resulting from 
enemy attack. The Federal 
Government “organizing” 
now to provide such aid, the 
speaker added. 

Not for Main Target Areas. | 


Yarmolinsky said _ candidly | 
that the fallout shelter program | 
being promoted by the Govern- | 
ment will provide protection only 
for persons far enough away 
from a nuclear bomb explosion | 
to be safe from the dangers of 
bomb blast and fire storm. 

“The proposition that everyone 
in the United States should be 
protected against fallout,”’ he re- 
marked in this connection, 
sumes that no one can be sure | 
he will be close enough to 
ground zero so that fallout pro- | 
tection becomes academic.” 

He held out hope that many 
people might be far enough away 
from the point of explosion to 
render fallout shelters useful, 
asserting, ‘‘even for people liv-

What stirred the President and | 
his personal military adviser into 
action now was the impending 
political settlement in Laos. 
where a professedly neutralist 
Prince Souvanna Phouma is to 
resume the premiership. 

Taylor does not expect that 
settlement. to produce a neutral 
Laos, but one leaning leftward. 

Coupled with this has been the 
increasing tempo of attacks by 
Viet Cong Corhmunist guerrillas, 
some in battalion size. United 
States authorities believe many 
of the Viet Cong are going into 
south Viet Nam by way of Laos. 

Administration officials are 
known to regard South Viet Nam | 
as an infinitely bigger problem 
than Laos. 

Kennedy’s View. 

President Kennedy has been 
pictured as reluctant to order 
United States fighting men into 
South Viet Nam 

If United States troops did en- 
ter the fighting there, they would 
act only to supplement the ma‘n 
effort by the Viet Namese them- 
selves. The American units also 
might be part of a force combin- 
ing elements of other SEATO 
nations. 

Taylor expects that when he 
arrives in Saigon he will be met 
by President Ngo Dinh Diem 
with a request for more aid. 

Over the years, the United 
States “has poured almost two 
billion dollars in. economic and 
military aid into South Viet Nam 
in an effort to keep it from be- 
ing taken over by the Commu- 
nists. Recently, it has been help- 
ing Diem build his army by 20,- 
000 men to a new strength of 
about 170,000. 

Taylor and his party will leave 
late tonight, bound for Wake 
island, Manila and then Saigon 
early Wednesday. 

In Saigon, informed sources 
said the United States and South 
Viet Nam now seem agreed that 


the time is not ripe to send in 


United States troops. 
Pessimism Reported. 


The sources reported an air of 
pessimism in Saigon over the 
fight with the Viet Cong, but ex- 
pressed doubt whether some of 
the gloom is justified. 

While no spectacular rebel 
raids were reported the last 
week,. government announce- 
ments of a series of changes in 
military commands indicated all 
was not running smoothly. 

One informant said the de- 
cision to send Taylor to Viet 
Nam to make findings on which 
any decision to send in United 
States troops wouid be based 
“indicates confusion or plans for 
a change in policy.” 

“The United States has three- 
generals assigned to the military 
advisory group here (Saigon) 
plus a very high-powered diplo- 
matic and ‘intelligence organiza- 
tion,”” he said. 

Fleet Called Ready. 

Meanwhile the United States 
Seventh Fleet’s outgoing com- 
mander said today his forces, 
the most powerful naval group- 
ing in the Far East since World 
War Il, are ready for any action 
that may, be ordered in South 
Viet Nam. 

Expressing grave concern over 
the stepped-up Communist guer- 
rilla warfare in Viet Nam, Vice 
Adm. Charles D, Griféin said in 
an interview: 

“We are fully prepared to 
carry out the orders of our Gov- 
ernment. We are ready to under- 
take whatever the Government 
wants us to.” 

The Seventh Fleet patrols the 
seas adjacent to Red China and 
Russia’s Far Eastern coasts and 
keeps a watch on any suspicious 
Communist moves in the area. 
Griffin has been ‘transferred to 
the Office of the Chief of Naval 
Operations in Washington after 
19 months as commander of the 
fleet. Vice Adm. William A. 
Schoech takes over the fleet on 


' Oct. 28. 


“The Seventh Fleet has never 
been stronger in peacetime than 
it is today, Griffin said. “It was 
increased in size during the Laos 
crisis about eight months ago. 
Its striking power is the ‘greatest 
ever in its peacetime history.”

this seems not an unnecessary | 
assumption, given our defenses 
and the possibility of error in | 
getting a bomber to a target or | 
in aiming a missile.” 

Effect of Fallout. | 

He said the value of develop- 
ing shelters near at hand was 
emphasized by the expectation. 
that warning of enemy attack 
would not come in time to allow 
evacuation “‘except in very spe- 
‘cial circumstances,”’ 

Devoting substantial attention 
to the public fears about the 
dangers of radioactiv&y, Yarmo- 
linsky sought to show that pro- 
tective measures could”be effec- 
tive and that life after nuclear 
attack would not be impossible. 

In this connection, he noted | 
that fallout particles from a nu- 
clear explosion do not contam- | 
inate the air and do not “‘signifi- | 
cantly’, pollute water supplies if 
they are precipitated to the bot- | 
tom of water tanks or distrib- | 
ution systems. Foods grown in| 
radioactive soil. are not lethal | 
“although they may increase | 
your chances of succumbing to a | 
fatal disease a decade or two 
later,” he added. | 

He Recalls Pioneers. | 

“What I am saying in effect | 
is that the natural environment 
into which one would emerge | 


from a fallout shelter would be 
hostile and difficult,” he ob- 
served, ‘‘but no more hostile and 
difficult than, say, the natural 
environment that pioneer Amer- 
icans faced 

“Some of these hostile aspects 
might be psychologically more 
disturbing but, on balance, I 
suspect we would be better off 
than the pioneers.” 

He noted, too, that the lethal 
effect of radioactive fallout de- 
crease “very rapidly.” Within 


seven hours after a nuclear ex- 
plosion it drops to one-tenth 
what it was after the first hour | 
and after 48 hours it is down to. 
one-hundredth the level of the 
first hour. 
Yarmolinsky made it plain 
that a major reason for the 
emphasis being placed on civil 
defense by the Kennedy Admin- 
istration is to convince the Rus- | 
sians that the United States is’ 
prepared for the consequences | 
of nuclear warfare. The objec- 
tive is to discourage aggressive 
action by the Soviet Union by 
making ‘‘our deterrent more 
credible,” he went on 
Quest for a ‘Third Choice.’ 
He cited two other principal 
reasons for the government's 
emphasis, asserting that civil de- 
fense provides Americans with 
insurance and American leaders 
with ‘“‘some assurance . that

we are better prepared to face 


the consequences of living in the 
world today.” 

Increased attention to civil de- 
fense, he explained, is part of 
the Administration’s effort ‘‘to 
find’ a third choice, avoiding 
holocaust or surrender.”’ 

He said that Russia does not 
| have enough nuclear “delivery 
vehicles’’ to attack more than 
“their highest priority targets” 
in the United States. Principal 
targets would inciude Strategic 
Air Command bases and other 
military targets, with the attack 
being carried out principally by 
manned bombers, he stated. 

Since the attack would be con- 
centrated on military targets 
the major danger to the civilian 
population would be from faill- 
out, Yarmolinsky said.

His statements were certain to 
heighten the controversy over 
the Socialist Premier’s visit to 
this country. He is scheduled to 
meet with President Kennedy 
and high State Department and 
foreign aid officials here next 
week. 

Refusing to take sides between 
Communism and Western democ- 
racy, Jagan distinguished _be- 
tween politics and economics. He 
said: 

“In the political field, I am 
wedded, dedicated to parliamen- 
tary democracy. In the economic 
field I do not believe in capital- 
ism. I do. not believe that free 
enterprise, which may have been 
very wonderful for, say, the 
United States of America, will in 
present-day circumstances de- 
velop either my ‘country or any 
underdeveloped country in the 
world generally.” 

For Planned Economy. 

At another point, he said: “I 
am a Socialist. I believe in a 
planned economy, but I can as- 
sure you this will not take prece- 
dence over the liberties of my 
people.” 

He said he understood that 
Russian citizens enjoyed freedom 
of worship but could not say that 
they had freedom. of the press 
and freedom of speech as these 
are understood in the West. 

As to his future relationship 
with Fidel Castro’s regime in 
Cuba, Jagan said Guiana had to 
adapt lessons from every part of 


lems of Guiana. 

He said his government al- 
ready has taken over the electric 
power industry, paying compen- 
sation Uhder an agreement with 
the previous owners. He said he 
was too busy with economic de- 
velopment to think at present 
about nationalizing the sugar and 
bauxite industries, which account 
for 80 ‘per cent of Guiana’s ex- 
ports. : 

Right to Nationalize. 

“But as a sovereign country 
when we become independent, 
like India and other countries, we 
reserve the right to nationalize, 
and we will pay adequate and 
fair compensation should we ex- 
ercise our sovereign right to na- 
tionalize,’’ he said. 

Jagan, a Chicago-trained dent- 
ist of East Indian extraction, 
avoided saying whether Guiana 
would seek economic aid from 
the Soviet bloc as well as from 
the West. 

He said he agreed with Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s plan for Latin 
America that aid should be given 
to countries that undertake pro- 
grams of social and economic 
reform. He said: 

“We have a democratic regime 
free from corruption, free from 
nepotism, and we intend to go 
in for a full-blooded program of 
social and economic reform.” 

He said British Guiana would 
remain in the British Common- 
wealth after gaining independ- 
ence next year. He forecast that 
the Commonwealth would be 
“scuttled” if Britain joined the 
European Common Market.

woman in the group. 

Her postcard to home, dropped 
accidentally on the campus, 
stirred 1000 students at Ibadan 
College to an angry demonstra- 
tion denouncing the American 
volunteers as ‘‘agents of imperi- 
alism.” 

Miss Margery Michelmore, 23 
years old, Smith College honor 
graduate from Foxboro, Mass., 
apologized to the university au- 
thorities for writing the ‘‘thought- 
less card’’ and offered to resign 
from the corps. 

Ambassador Not Disturbed. 

Peace Corps director Sargent 
Shriver said in Washington he 
talked with the Nigerian ambas- 
sador and “he did not seem 
disturbed. He said it was the 
type of thing you could expect 
in this kind of operation and | 
agreed with him.” 

The anti-American demonstra- 
tion was organized after some- 
one found the postcardjthat Miss 
Michelmore had written to a 
friend in Boston telling him: 

“With all the training we had 
we were really not prepared for 
the squalor and absolutely prim- 
itive living conditions rampant 
both in the cities and the bush. 

“We had had no idea about 
what ‘underdeveloped’ means. It 
really is a revelation and once 
we got over the initial, horrified 
shock, it is a very rewarding 
experience. Everyone except us 
lives in the streets, cooks in the 
streets and evn goes to bath- 
rooms in the streets.” 

She described the university as 
“great fun,”’. but-added, “I just 
hope they do not repeat last 
year’s Lumumba riots.”

IN FACE OF CRITICISM of the rather small increases made 
in Britain’s contribution to NATO, British defense officials reply | 
that no one should assume that Great Britain is not firmly | 
committed» to NATO. There should be no doubt in the minds of 


the Western allies that Britain 
officials insist. 

Whitehall officials explained 
that the caution of the British 
public was due to the fact that 
Britain has fought the Germans 
twice. They are not completely 
sure they want the Germans as 
allies. 

The British democracy is a 
sophisicated one, they say, and 
the British people must be cdn- 
vinced that honorable attempts 
for a settlement have been 
made. Once the public has this 
assurance, it is claimed that it 
is a mistake to assume that even 
the noisy pacificts will not fight 
if a crisis comes. 

BRITISH OFFICIALS are en- 
tirely satisfied that the German 
government does want to inte- 
grate all its military forces into 
NATO. Germany is, indeed, the 
only NATO nation that has not 
reserved some of its military 
forces for national purposes. 

The British attitude is that it 
must be made plain to Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev that there 
can be no easy conquests, no 
quick adventures and no nib- 
bling. He should remember, de- 
fense officials say, that miscal- 
culation has caused two wars in 
this century that led to the de- 
feat of the aggressor. 

The British have never accept- 
ed the basic NATO plarning 
document for NATO forces as a 
directive or requirement. They 
regard it as a planning goal and 
contend that Gen. Lauris Nor- 
stad, NATO supreme commian- 
der, is satisfied with the British 
undertaking to bring the army 
on the Rhine to 55,000 men. 

What is important today, in 
the British view, is to fill up the 


readiness. 


THE BRITISH ARMY on the 
Rhine has been built up from 


48,000 men to 52,000. There is | 33,000-man maneuvers reported | 


some doubt that the additional 
3000 men to bring it to strength 
will be available. 

This is due, it is explained, to 
the fact that Britain has aban- 
doned conscription and is filling 
the ranks with men engaged for 
six and nine years.

A Gift from Government 


In his September 1961 report to 
his constituents (No. 62, ‘Not Print- 
ed at Government Expense’’), Con- 
gressman Thomas B. Curtis makes 
a statement the writer believes will 
astound many of your readers: 

“. , , Social security benefits are 
gratuities of the government—gifts, 
not something people paid for at all 
or are entitled to by right.”’ 

Lest I be accused of quoting out 
of context, it should be stated that 
Curtis was discussing a series of 
public hearings of the House ‘Ways 
and Means Committee conducted 
July 24 to Aug. 4 on “the problems 
of health care for the aged” and 
that he deplored what he termed 
the ‘‘silence in the press, radio, 
television and the national maga- 
zines” in re those hearings which 
he felt were outstandingly impor- 
tant and productive of “facts.” 

In a genera! discussion of what 
the social security system is, Cur- 
tis wrote: 

“The social security system is not 
insurance as we know it and as our 

courts of law interpretit. It has 
been called social insurance by 
some of the courts. It is this de- 
ceptive label which has led many 
sincere people to think of it as in- 
surance of the kind we can buy in 
the market place. 

“Social insurance conveys no 
legal right to benefits. The tax, 
payments are not basically related 
to the amount of benefits, There 
is no reserve fund sizable enough to 
insure the solvency of the fund. Its 
solvency depends upon tax in- 
creases in the futuré, expansion of 
the labor force, and continued pros- 
perity and increasing standards of 
living. 

“The courts hold that social se- 
curity benefits are not taxable in- 

' come, as are private pension bene- 
- fits, because social security benefits 
are gratuities of the government— 
gifts, not something people paid fdr 
at all or are entitled to by right.”

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New Welfare Directions 


New directions for the United States’ public 
welfare program are taking shape as Social 
Security starts on its second quarter century, 
and the principal point of departure seems 
by now to be clear. More emphasis than ever 
before must be put on measures to help adults 
avoid becoming dependents, and to enable 
those who are dependent to become self- 
Sustaining again. 

This is the clear course ahead for financial 
2s well as humanitarian rcesons. More than 
7,000,000 Americans are today eligible to re- 
ceive public assistance. Aid to old people 
alone required $1,900,000,000 in 1958—aid to 
dependent children another billion. Yet the 
states would have had to spend $255,000,000 
more than they did to meet their own esti- 
mates of the needs in these two categories, 
‘and the Advisory Council on Public Assistance 
puts the figure closer to $785,000,000. 

Studies already made and in the making 
are expected to point the way toward a more 
concentrated attack then ever before on the 
causes of dependency. The first of them was 
brought in last year by the Advisory Council 
on Public Assistance in response to a 1958 
directive of Congress. Secretary Ribicoff soon 
after his appointment created a commission 
of social welfare leaders to bring in recom- 
mendations. From these and other studies 
a program ig expected to be presented to 
Congress next year which will deal with such 
elements of the problem as the needs for 
vocational retraining, housing, and public 
health measures. 

Meanwhile some significant programs are 
already under way on the municipal and 
county levels of government to make a con- 
tribution to alleviating dependency. Training 
programs to prepare persons on relief for 
paying jobs are in progress in New York City, 
Chicago, Cincinneti, Los Angeles, Cleveland 
and Washington, D.C. The Washington project 
is specifically for mothers on relief. In the 
Cleveland program, which has been going on 
for five vears, success has been reported in 
placing 1400 relief recipients in paying jobs, 
at a saving to the municipality estimated at 
$1,500,000. Elsewhere, work relief jobs are 
being employed as a means of enabling de- 

pendents to become self-sustaining workers. 

These measures, and particularly the use 
of the tool of education as a fulcrum to finan- 
cial independence, are marks of a maturing 
social philosophy. Our country has come a 
long way from the days of the poorhouse and 
the concept of the dependent adult as a sort 
of leper, who had only himself to blame for 
his condition. Though a growing conscience 
had brought forms of public assistance into 
increasing use among a number of states since 
1923, it was not until enactment of the Social 
Security Act that the first big step was taken. 

The years since have necessarily been a 
period of considerable trial and error in 
breaking new ground. There remain glaring 
inequalities among the States in the amounts 
of assistance given in various categories. Aid 
to dependent children fluctuates in amount 
from the first to the second and subsequent 
children in a manner which often appears to 
defy any possible logic. Abuses have sprung 
up, as is inevitable to some degree in a pro- 
gram involving so many, but the existing 
degree of which can clearly be reduced. 

On balance, there can hardly be any ques- 
tion that this great venture in human welfare 
has proved itself many times over. It has been 
productive of values which other economic 
and political systems boast but have failed to 
accomplish. Reinvigorated by the new ideas 
and the broadened goals that are now in 
course of preparation, it will, we have every 
confidence, demonstrate its worth even more 
amply in jts second quarter century thon in 
the first. 


Trick Key 

That old favorite of jokebooks, humorous 
cartoonists and vaudeville comedians — the 
spectacle of the drunken man trying to insert 
a key into a lock—is about to get a new twist, 
not to say a wrench and a jiggle. An ignition 
key for automobiles which must be inserted 
through a maze requiring “sober concer. 
tration” is disclosed as being in the expefi- ° 
mental stage in a safety research project at 
Columbia University. The idea is that it will 
keep the intoxicated motorist safely —and 
fruitlessly—at work on his ignition switch, in- 
stead of cavorting dangerously on the streets 
and highways. > 

What the Columbia research project seems 
to be overlooking somewhat is human nature. 
How is the thwarted bibbler to be deterred 
from prevailing upon a sober friend cr com- 
panion to thread the lock-maze for: him? 
There are, furthermore, people manually so 
awkward they could nct turn a difficult lock 
when cold sober, and others in whom a few 
drinks too many can produce a drunken con- 
centration that puts sober concentration in 
the shade. The research project key is a 
nice try, as is anything which will keep even 
one drunken driver off the road. But we 
doubt it is anything like a full and unequivo- 
cal answer to the problem, human nature 
being as varied and unpredictable as it is, 
drunk or sober. 


Submarines vs. Carriers 


The Russian claim to superiority in nuclear 
submarines has been discounted by American 
experts who point to the effectiveness of 
our Polaris missile submarines. Offensive 
superiority, however, is far from the whole 
story. What about the inadeqtiate defenses 
against attack on our shores by missile fir- 
ing submarines, as reported by General Thom- 
as Phillips, Military Analyst of the Post- 
Dispatch? . , 

The present state of our defense against 
submarines ts adequate against submarines of 
World War II vintage. But there is no doubt 
that Russia has more advanced submarines, 
including nuclear-powered ones. The speed 
of modern submarines complicates the job 
of tracking down and destroying an enemy 
submarine and requires expensive equipment. 
Cost of a destroyer leader is $71,000,000. Cost 
of equipping a World War II destroyer with 
modern sonar and rocket-torpedoes for use 
against submarines is $11,300,000. 

The limitations of budget and the number 
of ships available has resulted in the use of 
the Navy’s anti-submarine warfare capability 
for prot«<tion of carriers and their supporting 
ships. Few ships are left over to protect our 
shores against missile firing submarines and 
to protect merchant shipping. 

The time may comé when carriers are ob- 
solete but today they provide a mobile base 


for nuclear armed planes and can provide air 


support for ground forces in a conventional 


“ob 


war. The assignment of many ships for car- 
rier protection is justified. The defense .of 
our coasts and shipping against submarines 
depends on the development of better under- 
water detecting and tracking devices. It is 
surprising that the research budget for anti- 
submarine warfare this year is slightly below 
last year’s. The Pentagon should make a 
greater research effort. . 


On Crime and Punishment 


Perhaps federal court sentences will be- 
come more nearly uniform now that Attorney 
General Kennedy as well as the judges of the 
sixth, seventh and eighth circuits have put 
their minds on the inconsistency in punish- 
ment, which according to Mr. Kennedy, is 
“inflaming the crime situation instead of 
healing it.” Unless special circumstances are 
involved, simple justice dictates. the same 
penalty for the same crime. 

Mr. Kennedy, as well as Representative Cel- 
ler of New York, called attention to specific 
instances. In fairness, Mr. Celler said that 
some of the fault lies with Congress. It has 
been careless in the writing and revision of 
laws. Thus, under one section of the tax laws, 
a sentence of five years is prescribed for the 
falsifying of a return, while another section 
fixes a maximum penalty of one year for pur- 
poseful failure to make any return and pay 
any tax at all. Mr. Celler also said that in a 
case of armed robbery of a postoffice, a judge 
is faced by the alternatives of a mandatory 
sentence of 25 years or probation, with no 
in-between choice. Justice need not be that 
rigid. 

Insofar as the statutes are at fault, Con- 
gress should be eager to revise them. Insofar 
as the matter rests with the judges, they should 
try to reconcile their practice. That is what 
judicial conferences are for. It is impossible 


‘to say with certainty that the social evil of 


a given crime is offset by a fine of so many 
dollars, or so many days in prison. How much 
should a corporation be fined if it violates 
the anti-trust laws? What should be the pun- 
ishment of a man who drives a stolen car 
across a state line? What punishment fits 
what crime? 

Nevertheless, penalties should not vary 
greatly from case to case and court to court, 
After all, it is the state, not the judges, which 
is invested with the right to punish. Since the 
state insists that all stand equal before the 
law, there should be equality in penalties, too. 
Discrepancies are bound to bring disrespect 
for the law. 


Unwise if Not Worse 

The Air Line Pilots Association, on strike 
against Southern Airways since June 5, 1960 
with little success, proposes a new tactic 
which comes close to union irresponsibility. 
Acting under the Railway Labor Act, the 
ALPA has served notice that it wants in its 
contracts the right .to refuse to operate a 
flight on any airline that would generate 
business for an airline .operating with non- 
union pilots. How close would such a schenie 
come to establishing the illegal secondary 
boycott? At best it would mean two innocent 
bystanders, the traveling public and the sev- 
eral connecting airlines, would be penalized 
for a labor dispute over which they had no 
control. If this is not a secondary boycott, 
it is certainly unwise union policy. 


Public Housing Comes First 


The Land Clearance Authority in St. Louis 
county may find it much more difficult to 
proceed with the Meacham Park urban re- 
newal project under newly-enunciated Fed- 
eral policies.

Meacham Park. needs redeveloping. But 
why doesn’t Supervisor McNary see that the 
job is handled properly—using all the basic 
tools of urban renewal, particularly low-rent 
public housing? A low-tent project in Mea- 
cham Park surely would make the relocation 
problem a good deal simpler and more hu- 
mane. And given the.change in federal policy 
on relocations, public housing may be a nec: 
essary preliminary to any redevelopment at 
all. The obvious need suggests Mr. McNary 
ought to be taking some quiet soundings with 
the proper people in Washington. 


A Real U.N. Setback 


Extension of the United Nations-Katanga 
cease-fire may mean peace of a sort in a 
troubled area, yet it must be admitted that it 
comes at the price of virtual capitulation by 
the U.N. force. Far from having fulfilled its 
mission of restoring the territorial integrity 
of The Congo, the U.N. force now has con- 
ceded Katanga’s right to defend itself against 
“outsiders.” And that means the central gov- 
ernment and the U.N. 

Although face has been saved by the neu- 
tralizatien of two or three disputed points, 
the U.N. has yielded much ground. President 
Tshombe no doubt will urge that the agree- 
ment’ is a first step toward recognition of 
Katanga’s right to secede. It must have given 
him pleasure to have the agreement signed in 
his home, decorated as it was with the red 
and green flag of Katanga. 

Actually, the U.N. commander was forced 
to extend the cease-fire for the return of 190 
U.N. prisoners, most of them Irish. A high 
price, including return of: the Elisabethville 
radio station to the secessionists, had to be 
paid. However elated Mr. Tshombe may be, 
he should recognize that he has not won a 
“victory” over the U.N. Any fundamental 
change in UN. policy must be made in New 
York, The agreement nevertheless makes the 
U.N. mission more difficult.

This fall extensive library services 
are being worked out for two new re- 
gional systems in Northern Missouri.

The champion Philadelphia 
Eagles and New York Giants 
emerged on top of the eastern 
division with comparatively easy 
road victories. Philadelphia de- 
feated the Cardinals, 20-7, and 
the Giants beat the Dallas Cow- 
boys, 31-10. 

In other games, the Pittsburgh 
Steelers won for the first time 
this year when they beat the 
winless Washington Redskins, 
20-0; the Chicago Bears defeated 
the Baltimore Colts, 24-10, and 
the Detroit Lions edged the Los 
Angeles Rams, 14-13.

Perspective Is 
‘Project 20's’ Aim 
NEW YORK, Oct. 16. 

“WHEN WE DID ‘Victory at Sea’ and got great ratings, 
we were told it was probably because it was a war sory. 
When “we put some of the other ‘Project 20s’ into prime 
evening time back in 1952 and 1953 people were amazed that 
we continued to get good 
ratings because we weren't 
supposed to. ‘Laughter, 
USA’ last month, accord- 
ing to Arbitron, beat out 
both ‘Candid Camera’ and 
‘What’s My Line’.” 

So said Donald Hyatt, 
producer and director of 
“Project 20,” one of the 
few authentic originators 
in television. ‘Laughter, 
USA,” which I saw, was 
a good show but not a 
great one like ‘Meet Mr. 
Lincoln’’ and “Mark 
Twain's America’’ but like 
those two it was real and 
it contained values from 
the past that are enduring. 
It will have as much im- 
pact five or 10 years from 
now as it did when it was 
run. Hyatt is one of the 
few people producing television shows that have much per- 
manent value. 

‘“Project 20,’ which I think of as dramatic non-fiction, 
tries to. find a theme which will be helpful to man and add to 
his knowledge and emotions in determining the present and 
helping with the future,” he says. 


DONALD HYATT 


“When we do a show on a particular man such as 
Mark Twain or Will Rogers, we are not interested in 
an analysis of the man. We try to give perspective 
net only to the man but to his times. Debates have 
raged over Mark Twain. People have said that he never 
lived up to his potential, that he sold out to things 
that were beneath him. 


“But this sort of charge has nothing to do with what we 
are trying to do. To us, Mark Twain was his words, what he 
had written, not what he hadn’t written. To analyze a man 
completely is an academic process. That’s for historians and 
scholars, not for us. 

“We try to take a theme and create something that will 
stir men. If it doesn’t add to their knowledge then perhaps it 
will hove them emotionally. We cannot give all the facts; we 
have to Jeave things out. But if we can stimulate man’s 
curiosity about any subject in the past, we believe he will 
feel more about the present.” 

This, I think, is a very great objective, especially in a 
new country like ours which hasn’t the respect for its history 
or hasn’t the sweep of history of European and Asian countries. 

“It seems to me,” says Hyatt, “that historical perspective 
is most important when you take a look at the present. The 
fact that we talk and walk is something we learned from men 
in the past. The food we eat in this réstaurant was not 
conceived here; it came down to us through the centuries. 

“If we can find out some of the things that man has 
suffered and why he suffered, some of man’s feelings about 
issues in the past, it can give us hope. This was the way I 
felt about what we were doing in the Lincoln show and the 
Twain show. Some of the things they felt and said made the 
present a little clearer to me. Some of these things can cut 
through and get to the insides of the present.” 

This is a great aim and Hyatt uses some odd ways of 
goipg about it. “We are doing the story of the circus in one of 
our shows. It isn’t an earth-shattering theme. But I hope 
we'll be able to see what kind of people we are, holding up a 
mirror to ourselves at the circus. We can see what kind of 
people we are—what makes us hopeful, what makes us laugh— 
through a number of ways. 


“We are doing a show on the beauty of women. 
It’s a real stickler, We'll deal with women who were 
beauties down through the ages from Nefertiti to 
Marilyn Monroe to Jacqueline Kennedy. We'll try to 
show how ideals of beauty change but how basically 
they never really change. There’s nothing more beau- 
tiful than an old face. It has a beauty that goes far 
beyond any other. 


“Doing a show on Christ (which “Project 20” did last 
year) you might be moved by the beauty of His face to do a 
show on beauty. That’s where we get many of our ideas for 
onr shows—from the body of our own work. 

“Most of the ‘Project 20s’, this year will be part of the 
Du Pont series. And now with the Du Ponts buying good shows 
like these, I would like to see other teams like ‘Project 20’ 
cfeate¢.toward the end of doing things like this 52 weeks 

year.”

“OUT OF JOINT” joint ac- 
counts add up to a family bank 
problem as common as the com- 
mon cold. 

Most often when the bank in- 
forms the John Does that the 
joint account has lost its balance, 
John, who’s quick on the draw, 
blames his wife. 

Hilda H. Kollmann, new presi- 
dent of the National Association 
of Bank Women, explained the 
problem during a business trip 
here. 

Miss Kollmann, in banking for 
26 years, said most joint ac- 
counts get out of kilter occasion- 
ally. 

“The husbands typically blame 
the wives, but usually the failure 
is a joint one,”’ she said. 

*“There’s not enough attention 
to record keeping, to filling in 
check stubs, to reconciling state- 
ments with your own recollection 
of checks written.” 


Miss Kollmann, vice president, 
cashier, director and trust of- 
ficer of the State Bank of Blue 
Island, Ill., gave a simple form- 
ula for keeping joint accounts 
out of the red. 

“Operate from one checkbook,” 
she said, ‘‘and keep track of the 
checks as they are written.”’ 

If you can’t do that, the expert 
suggested having two accounts— 
his and hers. 

“Banking,” she said, 
and more is becoming woman’s 
work. Of 685,000 bank employes 
in the nation, 390,000 are wom- 
en.” 

One of 10,000 women bank of- 
ficers, Miss Kollmann started as 
a bookkeeper. The bank she 
helps to run has 48 employes, 
including seven men. 

She’s found her stature—5 feet, 
10 inches—a help and a _ hin- 
drance in banking. One of her 
long arms once got in the way 
when a vault was closing. She 
broke her wrist.

East won with 
the queen and returned another 
diamond, whereupon declarer 
made 10 tricks consisting of two 
spades, four diamonds and four 
clubs. 

South had realized that West's 
heart holding could not very 
well include the A-K-Q, or he 
would have led the suit origin- 
ally. Declarer, on the bidding, 
credited West with a six-card 
suit and therefore placed East 
with a singleton honor which he 
hoped was the king.

Ann Landers--Trouble Is Her Business 


Her Book Sums Up Answers She’s Given to Half a Million Letters Received as Advice Columnist

SIX YEARS AGO Ann Landers 
took ove: the writing of an ad- 
vice column in the Chicago Sun- 
Times. 

She tore into the job with great 
enthusiasm and soon had trou- 
bled readers writing to her in 
increasing” numbers. Today her 
column appears in 476 news- 
papers, with a total circulation 
of more than 26,000,000 copies 
The column is a daily feature of 
the .Pos.-Dispatch Everyday 
Magazine. She is in demand as a 
speaker, writes for various mag- 
azines, and has just written her 
first book, ‘‘Since You Ask Me,” 
published by Prentice-Hall, Inc. 

“Since You Ask Me”’ is jam- 
packed with advice on every sub- 
ject from love and marriage to 
alcoholism and the raising of 
twins. It is also _ liberally 
sprinkled with readers’ letters, 
culled from the more than half a 
million she has received during 
her six-year tenure as public 
confidant. to troubled people. 

‘“Trouble,”” she says, no 
respecter of age, financial stand- 
ing; socia: position or academic 
status. Trouble comes to people 
in high and low places alike. It 
is not a sign of stupidity, weak- 
ness or bad luck. It is evidence 
we are card-carrying members 
of the human race. As someone 
once put it, ‘Only the living have 
problems.” My book is about 
trouble. I* is also about how to 
prevent trouble, and what to do 
about it when you can’t prevent 
it.” 

Now on tour to speak and to 
promote her book, Miss Landers 
will address the fiftieth anniver- 
sary convention of the Missouri 
Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers at a banquet at the Shera- 
ton-Jefferson Hotel. Wednesday. 

“Since You Ask Me” is a pep- 
py book, written in the same en- 
tertaining style she employs in 
her column. Besides advice and 
a sampling of letters from read- 
ers, the book also gives glimpses 
into the life of Ann Landers. 

She is Esther Pauline Lederer, 
or “Eppie’’ or “‘Led”’ or ‘‘Moth- 
er” to her husband Jules, a Chi- 
cago business man, and to her 
daughter, Margo,, who is a 
senior at Brandeis University. 
The Lederers lived in St. Louis 
briefly in 1940 when their daugh- 
ter was an infant. 


One chapter called ‘Double 
Trouble” deals with the rearing 
of twins. Ann speaks with com- 
plete authority here and details 
the troubles she and her twin 
sister encountered in growing up 
together. Her twin sister also 
writes an advice column under 
the name Abigail Van Buren. 

*‘My number one rule for rear- 
ing twins is DO NOT DRESS 
THEM ALIKE,” Ann _ thunders 
in capital letters. ‘Dressing twins 
alike is exploitative and it is 
destructive, Why? Because it is 
an attention-getting device to 
accentuate their similarities. This 
defeats the prime objective, which 
is to encourage the development 
of separate personalities.” 

Another chapter entitled ‘‘Teen- 
Agers and Sex” warns that the 
teen years “‘can be the worst, -the 
years when ‘life’s toughest les- 
sons must be learned and learned 
the hard way.”

Ordinarily this is 
good, but when an infection develops in the region of the 
ear, sometimes it spreads into this myriad of small cavities. 
This can be called ‘‘mastoiditis’” or ‘“‘mastoid involvement.” 
Either way, it means that the infection has established itself 
there. 

An infested finger, or even an infected throat, or other 
similar area, is accessible. We can apply drugs which will 
help destroy the germs that are causing the infection. 
honeycombed mastoid area is not similarly accessible.

Some years ago, the only recourse was to go into it by | 
surgery, remove such infected cells as could be reached, and | 
then provide a pathway for drainage, letting nature graduaily | 


drive out tthe remainder of the infection. 

Today such operations are not nearly so frequent. 
now have the antibiotics, which, after being given either by 
injection or in pill form can do their germ-fighting work with- 
out being applied directly to the infection. 

Mastoiditis (or involvement, or infection, whatever term 
you prefer) is as dangerous as it ever was. The difference 
is that it usually can be controlled and conquered if treated 
goon enough. 


When it has been neglected too long, or when the 
infection has extended too deeply into the area, then 
surgery still is necessary. But the surgery itself is 
much safer and more effective, not to mention being 
less disfiguring, than it was years ago. 

Impaired hearing, the various aches and pains and 
fatigue that will come with any chronic infection, and 
in extreme cases a risk of critical danger, are the pas- 
sible consequences of ignoring such a condition. But 
living in the age we do, we are fortunate that in most 
cases drug treatment now is sufficient.

TWO-LEVEL LIVING has 


made a return. Back in 
'"30s there was a fad for the 


dropped living room which was 
separated from the entry hall! by 
a wrought-iron rail and into 
which one descended via two or 
three steps. For a while out of 
style, these varying levels be- 
tween rooms seem to be making 
a comeback. 

Partially, this is due to the 
efforts of modern architects and 
builders to make the house suit 
the site, in which case adjoining 
rooms may be two or three or 
even four steps apart. Partially, 
it is the idea of interior design- 
ers who add platforms to create 
different levels in a room simply 
because they enjoy the variation. 
This device serves to eliminate 
the boxy look of rooms, charac- 
teristic of some modern houses. 

Several variations of the split- 
level room have come to my at- 
tention recently. In a country 
cottage, the architect, whose 
weekend retreat it was, added a 
platform to one end of his large 
living room. The platform was 
completely covered with Japa- 
nese straw tatami floor matting 
laid over a thick latex matting. 
Visitors were requested to re- 
move their shoes before mount- 
ing. The whole platform, which 
was nicely padded, served as an 
extra bed for unexpected guests. 
A draw drape provided privacy 
at night. 

In another summer place, the 
raised platform was high enough 
so that two cots on rollers could 
be slipped underneath, out of 
sight during the day. The top of 
the raised area was treated as a 
part of the living room specially 
designated for card playing. It 
contained a round low table sur- 
rounded by comfortable chairs. 

A different type of game room 
was arranged by a designer in 
a New York City apartment.
